Boſoms, and then put them into Urs to be bury'd. This 
Cuſtom was alſo peculiar to the Danes, who learn'd it from 


the Romans, from whom likewiſe they receiv'd Urn-Burial 


it ſelf. Such Urus too are mention'd by the famous Sir Tho- 
mas Browne to have been found at oa Walſingham in York- 


fire. And perhaps thoſe found ſome time ago in the Borough 


of Seuthwart a (by London) were of the fame Sort; and 
others found at Camulodunum, which Dr. Gale reckons b to 
be Halden, and not Maldon according to the common ac- 
count. Not to mention thoſe found at Durolitum, which 
the fame Author makes c to be Leighton- Stone within hve 
Miles of London, and not within fifteen Miles, as in the cor- 
rupt Copies of Antoninus. Nor is the Roman Hiſtory alto- 
gether lilent of the e of Manus being known to the Fo. 
mans. For Plutarch d exprels]y tells us that one Demetrius 
faiFd hither, as well as to other Brityh Iſtes in the Reign of 
Adrian.
